the tattered flag they had carried

their

bury it in the depths of the Rio 


Grande.

TO REVIVE THE SHIELD. 


T h s A ncient Im plem ent Adv ocated foi 
Use in Modern W arfare. 


It is objected to the u se of shields 
in attack that it m ight diminish tlu 
men's cou rage, and wou ld certainh 
impair their mobility. As to the iirsi. 
we need only remind the reader that 
th a t has been said of ev ery improv e­ 
m ent in weapons. 
We hav e nev ei 
heard tliat Caesar's troops lost theii 
v alor becau se they were encou raged 
to regard their intrenching tools as 
no less essential than their swords; 
nor tliat the men who work behind 
the I'^-inch armor of a battleship are 
less plu cky than the crew of an u nde­ 
fended torpedo heat. 
The skirmish­ 
ers of ev ery army are encou raged tc 
u se all the cov er they can iind, and 
they arc liardly likely ti^lose heart in 
the u ltimate ru sh becau se some of the 
shelter behind which they hav e crept 
u p in happens to be artificial. 
c do 
not think so meanly of ou r troops as 
to su ppose that their v alor depends 
on their equ ipment. Yet it need not 
he taken for granted that 
Tommy 
wou ld despise shields, since he 
is 
ready enou gh to risk his life withou t 
them. 
When Skobeleif’s 
div ision 
learned in the Tu rkish campaign that 
their liv es depended on their spades 
as well as their mu skets, they ceased 
to gru mble at the weight of the tools 
which thev had been apt tolling away 
u ntil experience tau gh t their v aiu e 
T he second objection is more seriou s 
Kv erytlu ng that adds to the soldier ^ 
load diminishes his radiu s of action. 
If it is u nderstood, 
howev er, 
that 
shields are only for u se in frontal at­ 
tacks, this might be su rmou nted. A 
single wagon wou ld carry shields 
to equ ip a battalion, and if 20 liv e? 
were sav ed by them the effect woiilu 
be to add so mu ch to the power of the 
attack.— London Spectator.

BREVITIES OF FUN. 


Palace of Prince Roland Bonaparte 
in Paris. 
Prince Roland Bonaparte rec'cntly 
0])ened for a charity kermess liis new 
home in Paris, which has been sev en 
v ears in bu ilding and whicli is one 
of the most interesting priv ate resi­ 
dences in the world. This palace has 
two characteristics to m ark it 
oif 
from the ordinar}^ lu xu riou s dwell­ 
ing; it is the w’orkshop of a wealthy 
scholar and it is a mu seu m of relies 
of the Bonapartes. 
A heaiitiu l piece 
of architectu re, it stands on the ter­ 
race near the Trocadero, ov erlooking 
tlie Seine. 
Its central hall, open to the roof, is 
su pported on 12 colu mns of 
green 
marble, with capitals of bronze, and 
is crowned with a stained-glass dome, 
while arou nd it u nrolls the staircase, 
with ram p of forged iron wov en with 
the imperial crown in gilded bronze, 
cu t at the second story by a balcony. 
This v estibu le holds the bu sts of all 
the Jh^napartcs, inclu ding that 
of 
Xapoieon L, by Canov a. 
A part of 
the first iloor is occu pied by an ethno­ 
graphic mu seu m, collected, by the 
prince himself. 
The second floor has a su ite of his­ 
toric drawing rooms; one in white and 
gold dominated by 
G a m ie rs por­ 
trait of Ahapolcon L, in 18 08 ; one in 
light blu e, whose fu rnitu re lielohged 
to Lu eien Bonaparte; another In red 
silk, whoso fu rnitu re 
belonged to 
Princess Kliza.
